Fueling the Budgetary Fire 

The controversy over Chappell’s aircraft 
program is yet another offshoot of the 
growing debate over the congressional 
budget process. A number of last-minute 
additions to the continuing resolution, crit- 
ics contend, would never have survived 
more open and deliberative treatment. 
Sen. Edward Kennedy (D-Mass.) has 
drawn fire for his amendment forcing Ru- 
pert Murdoch to sell some media proper- 
ties, while Sen. Daniel Inouye (D-Hawaii) 
has had to explain his sponsorship of an 58 
million amendment to fund a school for 
Jewish refugees in France. 

The controversial appropriation for the 
foreign aircraft bidders pushed by Chap- 
pell occupies less than one page of sub- 
committee testimony; yet, millions of dol- 
lars are at stake. In September, Cbngress 
rejected a backdoor method to fund the 
program, and the Air Force itself is luke- 
warm at best about the project. 

Against this backdrop, critics are won- 
dering why Chappell has been moved to 
intervene so aggressively. 

Chappell acknowledges that he has met 
with officials from two of the three foreign

T One powerful former official may have 
played a behind-the-scenes role in the con- 
troversy. According to two Senate aides, 
former Sen. John TowerJ R-Texast. who 
once chaired fbeArmed’Services Commit- 
tee, has made calls on behalf of British 
Aerospace and a subcontractor, the Dallas- 
based LTV Corp. Tower, now an aero- 
space consultant in Washington, is a Brit- 
ish Aerospace director and an LTV 
consultant. 

Tower, who is not registered as a British. 
Aerospace lob byist or agent, declined re- 
peated requests for comment. Two Senate 
sources say that Tower has placed calls on 
the issue to Air Force Undersecretary 
James McGovern, who directed the staff 
when Tower chaired the Armed Services 
Committee, and to Arnold Punaro, now 
the committee’s staff director. 

Punaro could not be reached for com- 
ment. Chappell says he does riot recall 
talking with Tower about the aircraft 
program. 

Limiting the Bidding 

Chappell's initiative would replace six 
aging executive-type “flight inspection” 
jets that have been in the inventory for 
more than 20 years. Four are Lockheed Jet 
Stars, now out of production, while two 
are Sabreliners, first built in the 1950s by 
the predecessor to Rockwell International. 
The small jets have been based in Europe 
-and Japan and contain a sophisticated iner- 
tial navigation system. 

“Essentially, in case of a combat-type 
crisis.” explains one Air Force Reserve 
pilot, “they fly ahead to check the ground 
instrumentation landing systems to ensure 
it is safe to land.” t 

Chappell's provision requires the Air 
.Force to award ’the contract for replace- 
ment flight-inspection planes, known as C- 
FlNs, to aircraft that can fly at least 2,400 
nautical miles.

Francis, McGinnis handled the Mailgram drive, 
which generated 7,500 post cards from Delaware 
residents to their legislators. 

To the legislators on the receiving end of the 
postcards, the grass-roots effort was nothing more 
than evidence that outsider T. Boone Pickens was 
spending lavishly to defend his own pocketbook. 

“You just don’t see that in in Delaware. . . . That 
gives the image of big bucks. They don’t like that,’’ 
says Delaware lobbyist Hudson. 

USA officials say the coalition spent about 
$50,000 to oppose the bill. 

Opponents now turn back to Congress, where 
takeover-reform legislation is pending.

The 
appointee's opinion was that the USAF would go with the TTTS 
project. The USAF did decide to fund the TTTS project. When

I I stated that the only other military project that 

the appointee had been associated with while he was a consultant 
to BAS was the "SeaFin" project, which took place in 1987-1988. 
He advised that the appointee did not really provide any 
consultation to BAS regarding this project, but advised that the 
appoin tee was a direct consultant to LTV SIERRA for this project. 

I I advised that BAS was LTV SIERRA'S partner on this, project. 

I I advised that the appointee had provided 

consultation in the area of politics, particularly government 
policy. The appointee interpreted the Trade Bill for BAS, and 
how this would effect them. The appointee also provided insight 
into th e possible outcome of the 1988 presidential election. 

I I stated that this is particularly helpful for a foreign 

company because of the trade barriers, and that the Denpcratis 
support a stricter trade barrier than the Republicans. ] 
explained that it was cheaper to use the appointee as a 
consultant in these matters rather them hire high priced lawyers. 

In civil related matters, the appointee gave ad vice on 
the commercial" airline market and in real estate matters. | | 

explained that in the commercial airline market, the appointee 
knew presidents of various corporations that could be potential 
buyers for BAS business jets. The appointee also knew people in 
the airline industry who also could be potential buyers, and the 
appointee provided information as to how their salesmen could 
approach these individuals. 


. 1 advised that the company (BAS) was looking into 

relocating its operations at one time. The appointee had 
suggested that the company look at Dallas. Texa s. He stated that 
the appointee knew a developer, | | who was 


developing an airport in Dallas , wnicn was catering to the 
aerospace industry. | I stated that BAS decided it was not 

feasible to relocate that far away. 






As a non-executive Director on the Board of Directors, 

I stated that the appointee had no voting rights and was not 
paid, and the position of director had no power associated with 
it. A non-executive director is an individual who is a director 
on the Board of Directors of a company, but does not work 
directly within that company. T he appo intee was required to 
attend four meetinos_a_year, and | | noted that the meetings 

lasted all day. stated that the appointee had only missed 

one meeting. The mam purpose of the appointee being a director 
was so they would have an outside opinion on various and general 
issues.

From the period of June, 1988 to June, 1989 BAS raised the 
appointee's consulting fee to $130,000.00, but the appointee 
resigned from his position with BAS in December, 1988 and was-- 
paid for only that portion of that year ($75,833.33) 

I I stated that as a consultant, the appointee 

. provided advice on government issues, the commercial market, 
defense requirements and other general advice. On government 
issues, the appointee gave opinions on the election and how it 
would effect the trade agreement and defense budget. The 
appointee also provided an interpretati on of the Trade Bill, so 
that it was easy for BAS to understand. | | stated that the 

appointee was extremely useful in this area. He could not 
comment as to what percentage of the appointee's time was spent 
as a consultant because the appointee worked at the company's L 
Street N.W. , Washington's office, not at the Herdon office. 

In the commercial market, the appointee provided advise 
as to the best way of approaching poten tial buye rs of aircraft or 
business jets in the corporate sector.

The contract for these 
appointments (director and consultant) was valid from the dates 
previously metioned 'through 1987, unless extended on mutual 
agreement. The contract stipulated that the appointee was to be 
paid an annual fee of $100,000.00, and to be provided an office 
at the company's L- Street N.W., Washington, D.C., office and 
provided necessary clerical services as required. The appointee 
was to be re imb ursed for company related travel and business 
expenses. The contract stated that the scope of the appointee s

The caller would not provide the names of anyone that 
could confirm or add to the information provided regarding her 
observations of TOWER in New York City or TOWER'S trip to Geneva.

the appointee's staff on the Senate Armed Services Committee, 
changed the wording on the Bill so that it specifically 
benefitted an Israeli mortar company located in Pennsylvania. 

The caller was outraged that someone would delibe rately cha nge a 
Bill that had become law. She was confident that| | would 

not have done this without being told to do so by the appointee.

JAMES M. HAMILTON, born August 4, 1922, 12800 Northeast 
31st Street, Vancouver, Washington 98662, home telephone (206) 
254-6417, was contacted at his place of business. HAMILTON is 
owner of GREENLEAF HELICOPTERS, Pierson Air Park, 101 East 
Reserve, Vancouver, Washington 98661, telephone number. (206) 694- 
2483. After being apprised of the identity of the interviewing 
agent and the purpose of the interview, he thereafter provided 
the following information: 

HAMILTON voluntarily initiated contact with the 
Portland Division of the FEDERAL BUREAU OF INVESTIGATION (FBI) 
wishing to provide information with regard to Senator JOHN TOWER 
in his consideration for Secretary of Defense. This was after 
watching President BUSH on television the night before in a 
broadcast through which President BUSH requested citizens to call 
in with information regarding Senator TOWER. 

HAMILTON stated that back in the mid-1960s to 1970 or 
1971, he was employed by SOUTHERN AIRWAYS OF TEXAS, INC. located 
in Mineral Wells, Texas. The president of SOUTHERN AIRWAYS OF 
TEXAS was R. L. THOMAS. At the time, HAMILTON recalls that the 
senator from Texas was JOHN TOWER and he was possibly a member or 
even Chairman of the Senate Armed Services Committee. 

HAMILTON explained that the operation of SOUTHERN 
AIRWAYS was conducted at Fort Wolters, Texas. The main function 
of SOUTHERN AIRWAYS was to do all initial training .on all entry 
level military helicopter pilots. SOUTHERN AIRWAYS was 
contracted for this service by the U.S. Government, Department of 
Justice, during the Vietnam War. Once the pilots completed their 
initial training at Fort Wolters, they went to advanced training 
at Fort Rucker, Alabama. Near the end of the Vietnam War, the 
employees of SOUTHERN AIRWAYS realized their operation would be 
phased out in that it was obsolete and there would be no need for 
a primary flight training area. This was due to the fact that 
this function could be accomplished at Fort Rucker, Alabama. 
Therefore, the pilots of SOUTHERN AIRWAYS knew their operation 
would be closed. It was at this time that HAMILTON left SOUTHERN

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Prior to HAMILTON ' s departure from SOUTHERN AIRWAYS, 
one of the pay checks he received was $150 less than it should 
have been. HAMILTON explained that at that time, he was paid bi- 
weekly at the rate of $1,100 to $1,300 per month. HAMILTON 
realized that his pay check was $150 short and went to the Flight 
Commander to complain. HAMILTON recalls the Flight Commanders 
were ED "SONNY" BLONDELL and JAMES J. GREENHALGH. BLONDELL was 
HAMILTON'S immediate supervisor. 


HAMILTON was informed that the $150 was taken as a 
campaign contribution.
